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Applicant argues that the reference Wong fails to disclose the multiplicity of small 
regions, examiner disagrees, Wong in col. 4, lines 28-37, states that the certain metrics 
read as the "multiplicity of small regions" gets compared to the reference metrics, as 
claimed. Applicant also argues that the reference Matsubashi fails to disclose "at least 
two fingerprint images of a finger", as claimed. Examiner agrees with the applicant, but 
would like to point out that the limitation is taught by the reference Wong and as detailed 
rejected in the final office action. Wong in col. 1 last 4 lines to col. 2 first two lines states 
that the first fingerprint is taken for enrolment and the second fingerprint is taken for 
authentication, thereby meeting the limitation requirement "two fingerprint images of a 
finger" as claimed.
